Honorable   Edwin    S.  Stuart,  Governor  of  the   Commonwealth    of 

Pennsylvania: 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  26,  act  of  May 
1,  1876,  entitled  "An  act  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  12, 
article  3,  of  the  Constitution,  in  relation  to  the  public  printing  and 
binding,  and  the  supply  of  paper  thereof,"  I  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  Department  on  the 
finances  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  30th 
day  of  November,  A.  D.  1908. 

I  am  desirous  of  calling  attention  to  certain  matters  relating  to 
the  administration  of  this  Department  and  to  the  revenues  of  the 
Commonwealth,  concerning  which,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  pressing 
need  of  new  legislation.  In  the  first  place,  an  act  should  be  passed 
fixing  the  number  and  salaries  of  employes  of  the  Department. 
The  legislation  upon  this  subject  is  antiquated.  The  natural  de- 
velopment of  the  business  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  additional 
burden  imposed  by  new  revenue  laws,  has  caused  the  Department 
to  far  outgrow  the  limits  originally  fixed  along  this  line.  Each 
Legislature  has  recognized  this  condition,  and  to  remedy  it  has 
appropriated  for  clerk  hire  sums  sufficient  to  enable  the  Auditor 
General  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  Department.  This  action  . 
on  the  part  of  the  law-making  body  seems  to  have  been  satisfactory 
heretofore,  but  it  appears  to  me  to  be  wrong  in  principle.  I  in- 
tend, therefore,  to  ask  the  present  Legislature,  the  first  (that  has 
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met  since  my  induction  into  office,  to  pass  an  act  specifically  fixing 
the  number  and  salaries  of  employes  of  this  Department,  and  to 
include  for  this  purpose,  in  the  General  Appropriation  Act,  an  item 
only  sufficient  to  pay  all  salaries  as  so  fixed. 

I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  salary  of 
the  Auditor  General  as  now  fixed  by  law.  This  observation  is  made 
in  justice  to  my  successors. 

At  the  time  of  my  induction  into  office,  the  State  was  in  the 
midst  of  the  revelations  with  reference  to  the  cost  of  furnishing 
the  new  Capitol  building.  A  very  brief  experience  in  directing  the 
work  of  the  Department  convinced  me  that  the  trouble  had  been 
due,  in  a  large  degree,  to  the  system  of  auditing  and  accounting 
then  in  vogue.  The  auditing  system  I  immediately  set  about  to 
remedy.  Believing  that  auditing  means  not  merely  the  verifying 
of  figures,  but  the  examination  of  laws,  contracts,  schedules,  etc., 
under  which  payments  are  made,  orders  were  issued  that  required 
more  careful  itemizing  and  proving  of  bills.  The  net  result  has 
been  a  great  saving  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  one  or  two  items 
of  legislation  that  I  shall  ask  for  become  laws,  the  system  now  in 
vogue  in  the  Accounting  Bureau  of  the  Department  will  on  the 
whole  be  found  to  be  efficient  and  satisfactory. 

The  installation  of  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping  for  this  same 
Bureau  was  more  difficult,  because  at  the  date  when  my  administra- 
tion began  a  new  appropriation  period  was  already  upon  us,  and 
time  and  careful  study  were  necessary  to  determine  the  faults  of 
the  old  system  and  the  needs  of  the  new.  When  the  administration 
had  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  basis  of  legislation  under- 
lying the  Department  and  with  the  points  of  weakness  and  strength 
in  the  old  system  of  bookkeeping,  thoroughly  equipped  and  capable 
employes  of  the  Department  were  sent  to  examine  and  report  on 
the  systems  in  operation  in  some  of  our  sister  States.  In  the  light 
of  their  experience,  a  new  set  of  books  has  been  devised,  which  pro- 
mises full  satisfaction  and  proper  and  judicious  safeguards.  No 
new  legislation  is  needed  to  enable  the  Department  to  work  out 
this  plan,  which  will  be  put  into  operation  with  the  beginning  of 
the  next  appropriation  period — June  1,  1909. 

While  I  do  not  consider  it  to  be  within  my  province  as  Auditor 
General  to  enter  into  a  discussion  here  of  the  arguments  pro  and 
con,  relative  to  the  repeal  of  the  mercantile  tax  law,  I  nevertheless 
desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  certain  statements  that  have 
been  made  as  to  the  cost  of  collection  of  this  tax,  have  been  grossly 
exaggerated,  as  is  shown  by  the  summary  which  is  a  part  of  this 
report. 

There  are  upon  the  books  of  this  Department  the  names  of  a 
large  number  of  corporations  which  apparently  owe  State  taxes,  but 
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which  in  reality  have  been  without  assets  and  out  of  active  exist- 
ence for  years.  It  has  been  my  desire  to  obtain  record  evidence  to 
warrant  the  marking  of  such  corporations  off  the  books  of  the 
Department^  and  some  progress  along  these  lines  has  been  made. 
Heretofore,  however,  we  have  had  only  two  very  unsatisfactory 
methods  of  obtaining  such  evidence.  We  can  and  do  correspond 
with  former  officers,  directors,  or  even  stockholders.  Sometimes 
the  information  desired  is  obtained.  More  often  our  letters  are 
unanswered.  In  the  second  place  we  can  estimate  settlements 
against  the  corporations  and  place  the  claims  in  the  hands  of  at- 
torneys for  collection.  This  I  am  unwilling  to  do,  for  the  reason 
that  if  nothing  is  collected,  there  is  no  way  of  paying  the  attorney 
for  his  services — and  indeed,  were  there,  I  would  be  unwilling  to 
put  the  State  to  this  expense.  My  present  plan  is  to  ask  the 
Legislature  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  two  or  three  special 
agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  the  facts  with  reference 
to  corporations  that  are  apparently  dead.  As  corporations  in  this 
condition  probably  number  thousands,  the  necessity  for  some  such 
action  is  apparent. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  a  bureau,  known  as 
the  Delinquent  Corporation  Bureau  of  this  Department,  began  a 
systematic  effort  to  collect  overdue  taxes.  The  fact  that  we  are 
very  frequently  unable  to  determine,  for  reasons  pointed  out, 
whether  or  not  a  particular  corporation  is  alive,  hampers  the  work 
of  this  Bureau.  However,  progress  is  being  made,  and  should 
special  agents,  such  as  I  have  mentioned,  be  authorized,  and  should 
certain  other  legislation,  which  I  shall  ask  for,  be  enacted,  the 
facility  with  which  delinquent  taxes  may  be  collected  will  be  greatly 
augmented,  and  difficulties  which  have  hampered  the  work  of  this 
Department  for  years  will  disappear.  Should  the  workings  of  the 
Delinquent  Corporation  Bureau  be  strengthened  by  the  legislation 
proposed,  the  only  debits  on  the  corporation  ledgers  should  be  those 
in  which  an  appeal  or  a  petition  to  the  Board  of  Public  Accounts 
is  pending.  It  need  not  be  expected,  however,  that  the  operation  of 
this  Bureau,  under  most  satisfactory  conditions,  will  materially  in- 
crease the  revenues  of  the  State,  as  I  am  convinced  from  my  ex- 
perience that  the  amount  of  taxes  standing  upon  the  books  of 
this  Department  that  are  collectible  is  comparatively  small. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  that  I  am  in  favor  of  having  a 
specific  appropriation  made  for  the  employment  of  attorneys  for 
the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  instead  of  a  mere  authority  to 
pay  out  of  amounts  collected.  It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legis- 
lature will  authorize  the  Auditor  General  to  place  such  claims  in 
the  hands  of  attorneys  as  soon  as  the  tax  is  overdue.  At  present 
he  is  authorized  to  dp  so  only  when  the  tax  is  a  yeard  overdue. 
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It  is  apparent  that,  if  all  the  good  work  along  lines  of  public 
endeavor  that  has  been  begun  during  recent  years  by  the  State  is  to 
continue  and  develop,  and  if  new  fields  of  public  improvement  are 
to  be  opened,  new  revenue  legislation  must  soon  be  considered. 
Whether  this  should  take  the  form  of  a  general  revision  of  the  sys- 
tem or  merely  additional  legislation  intended  to  produce  additional 
revenue,  it  is  not  for  me  to  suggest  here.  There  is,  I  am  led  to 
believe  no  little  discontent  among  real  estate  owners,  who  claim 
that  they  bear  an  unfair  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  taxation. 
Real  estate  is  not  taxed  for  State  purposes,  except  in  so  far  as 
it  enters  into  the  valuation  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporations 
owning  it.  It  is  claimed,  however,  that  the  practical  limitation  of 
the  right  of  taxation  for  local  purposes  to  real  property  works  an 
injustice  to  holders  of  that  class  of  property,  and  in  my  opinion 
this  claim  should  receive  attention  in  connection  with  the  demands 
for  new  revenue  for  State  purposes.  Three-fourths  of  the  revenue 
derived  from  personal  property  taxation  is,  under  the  present  law, 
returned  to  the  counties.  At  the  same  time,  the  State  has  assumed 
not  a  few  burdens  that  the  counties  might  properly  bear,  such  as 
the  expense  of  holding  primary  elections,  the  extinguishing  of  forest 
fires,  the  destruction  of  noxious  animals,  etc.  If  the  State  were  to 
return  to  the  counties  the  whole  of  the  personal  property  tax,  or, 
better  still,  allow  them  to  collect  it  for  themselves,  and  at  the  same 
time  require  the  counties  to  pay  the  expense  of  their  primary  elec- 
tions, etc.,  and  possibly  increase  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of 'sup- 
porting the  indigent  insane  to  be  borne  by  the  county,  the  result, 
I  believe,  would  be  beneficial  to  both  county  and  State.  The  local 
authorities  might  be  more  diligent  in  assessment  and  collection  and 
more  careful  in  disbursement.  An  equitable  balance  of  the  burden 
might  be  adjusted  from  time  to  time  by  an  assumption  on  the  part 
of  the  State  of  a  greater  or  less  proportion  of  the  expenses  here  re- 
ferred to. 

To  offset  this  concession  by  the  State  to  the  county,  and  to  pro- 
vide further  revenue  for  the  State,  a  tax  might  be  levied  against 
manufacturing  corporations  which  are  now  exempt,  or  the  millage 
increased  as  against  those  which  already  pay  State  taxes.  Assum- 
ing to  express  a  personal  opinion  on  this  subject,  it  is  that,  in  order 
to  arrive  at  a  fair  and  equitable  distribution  of  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion, we  should  rather  seek  out  diligently  the  classes  of  property 
that  are  now  exempt,  than  to  impose  a  higher  rate  upon  those  that 
are  now  taxed.  I  believe  that  there  is  an  immense  amount  of 
personal  property  in  the  form  of  trust  funds  held  by  banks,  trust 
companies  and  savings  institutions  that  is  escaping  taxation  alto- 
gether, and  the  conclusion  is  inevitable,  from  my  experience  in  this 
Department,  that  great  sums  of  personal  property,  other  tfi3UKi 
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suggested,  are  escaping  taxation  contrary  to  law, — sums  greater  in 
fact  in  the  aggregate  than  the  total  sum  now  being  taxed,  and  un- 
doubtedly well-advised  legislation  with  reference  to  such  property 
would  result  in  greatly  increased  revenues  for  the  Commonwealth. 
Moreover,  I  see  no  good  reason  why  personal  property  in  the  form 
of  bank  deposits  should  escape  the  tax  that  is  imposed  on  other 
personal  property. 

These  thoughts  I  offer  only  as  suggestions  resulting  from  my 
observations  of  the  present  system.  My  ideas  on  the  subject  under 
consideration  are  not  fixed.  I  believe  the  system  prevailing  in  the 
State  in  its  broadest  view  is  good,  and  I  certainly  would  not  feel 
like  endorsing  any 'general  scheme  of  change  which  might  be  hastily 
evolved.  If  such  general  changes  are  contemplated,"  it  is  my  opinion 
that  the  whole  subject-matter  should  first  be  carefully  studied  by 
a  duly  authorized  commission  in  that  behalf  created,  consisting  of 
public-spirited  citizens  possessing  peculiar  fitness  both  by  tempera- 
ment and  training,  for  the  thorough  and  comprehensive  considera- 
tion of  this  immensely  important  subject,  whose  recommendations, 
embodied  in  adequate  form,  should  be  presented  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature. By  such  careful,  deliberate  and  painstaking  efforts  only  can 
general  legislation  be  obtained  that  will  produce  results  highly  3e- 
sirable  and  avoid  inextricable  confusion.
